(Text! London, November 6 (X'NHUA)--Madame Simon Veil, president of tiie 
huropean parliament, said here tonight that political cooperation was "vital" 
in the European Community and that the European parliament "refuses to 
envisage” the possibility of British withdrawal from the community. 


Speaking at a British Government dinner given in her honour by Lord Hailshaa, 
the lord chancellor, she emphasized that it was in the sphere of political 
cooperation that the community had in recent yeare achieved the most 
substantial progress. "It ie essential that, in future, progress on political 
cooperation should go hand-in-hand with progress on the community's domestic 
front. The gradual co-ordination of the external policies of the member 
states clearly presupposes that there exists between the latter a convergence 
of interests which will grow as the community becomes more unified," she added. 


She said she hoped that all members of the European Community “will join 
together to build a stronger community” and believed that the withdrawal of 
the United Kingdom from the community would undermine the foundations of the 
latter. She pointed out that in the present climate of uncertainty, provoked 
by conflicts which might escalate at any moment and worldwide economic diffi- 
culties, citizens of the European countries were right to expect the community 
to help them by {foint action. 


The apeech by Mme Vell marked the firet official reaction from a European 
leader since the Labour Party of Britain voted at its annual conference last 
month for withdrawal from the European Community.

Speaking at a meeting of activiet. in Gdansk Province, he said that the 
severe cold which came earller than usual had altected the harvesting of 
Sugar beet, potatoes and other crops. Potato output could be only half of 
the planned target. 


in loduetry, he sald, owing to the shortage of raw materials, factories are 
operating below capacity. And it wili be hard to fulfil this vear's planned 
targets. Hard coal output will be 12 million tons less than the target, 
fron 280,000 tons less and elec. ricity ).5 billion kwh less. The production 
of export commodities declinec at a bigger margin. 


He said the main taske of the country’s economic work at present are to greatly 
increase production, practice economy, ensure supplies and introducing 

economic reforms. Reforms will be carried out in two phases. Phase one calis 
for improvement of management by giving more power of se.f-management to 
enterprises, improving che method in drawing up economic plans and lowering 

the output targets set by che leacership. Ir phase two, a new comprehensive 
programme for reform will be worked out in accordance with the changed social 
conditions, with emphasis on drawing up new constitutions for enterprises and 
increasing the role of the workers’ self-governing committee. 


Olszowsk! said thac in tne difficult economic situation, aids from the Soviet 
Union and other countries are important. However, he added, Poland "must 
rely on its own strength to overcome the difficulties.” 


Referring to the social conditions, he pointed cut that parallel with the economic 
difficulties there exists "an especially unfavo eble phenomenon--chaos in social 
consctousness and the minds of the citizens." This can be overcome with the 
participation of all healthy social forces. 


He avid, "It should be the task of all party members to oppose by political means 
efforts of organizing strikes.”

than those aspects which the U.S. determines to be defense and security- 
related. According to the State Department, the compact and its subsidiary 
agreements will allow the United States continued use of the Kwajalein missile 
range in the Marshall Islands and the right to establish training areas and 
other military facilities in Py; «, 


The compact {6 pending for final approval in each of the Micronesian entities 
by {ts legislature and, in piebiscite, by its voters, as well as by the U.S. 
Congress. Once the compact is approved, the United States will present the 
completed arrangements co the United Nations and seek termination of the 
trusteesiip agreement. 


The three Micronesian states were previously ruled by Spain, Germany and Japan, 
and have been administered by the U.S. as a trusteeship of the United Nations 
since 1947, 


The NEW YORK TIMES quoted government officials as saying that “the greatest 
U.S. strategic s.ake is simply in keeping unfriendly navies out of tle area 
and thus heading off a potential threat tc Hawaii, Guam and other Pacific 
points.”

(Text) Warsaw, November 5 (XINHUA)--"This is a disastrous year. The vield 
of every crop ie unsatisfactory,” declared Leon Klonica, Polish minister of 
agriculture at 4 presse conference here vesterday. 


To cope with the grave situation, the Polish Council of Ministers met on 
November 3} following 4 joint meeting of the Polish United Workers’ Party 
and the United Peasante’ Party on agricultural policies held not long ago. 


Klonica eaid that up to November 4, the target of potato purchases was only 
fulfilled by (number indistinct) per cent and the total potato vield is 
estimated at 25 million tons which is only 60 per cent of last year's figure. 
By the end of Octobe:, the government onlv bought 5.5 million tons of beets 
as compared with 11.5 million tone in the planned target. Meanwhile, 

«0 per cent of Chinese cabbages, 20 per cent of radish and three per cent 

of applies have not yet been harvested. The head of pigs and cattle are 
declining while state purchases of livestock are 160,000 tons less than 

that of last vear. 


As @ result of the drop in cereal output, Poland has imported eight million 
tons of grain this year and even likely to exceed [number indistinct] million, 
tone which is an ali-time high record. 


The decrease in agricultural and livestock production has directly affected 
market supply, the life of the people and industrial production using 
agricultural products as raw materials. 


in view of the situation mentioned above, the Council of Ministers called 

on departments and units concerned to adopt “emergency measures” to gather 

in ail agricuiture produce as quickly as possible to be sent to the market 

or the processing plants. The council also required government functionaries, 
high echool students and armymen to help in harvesting and transporting 

farm produce.

TRANSITION FROM HUA GUOFENG TO ZHAO ZIYANG APPRAISED 
Hong Kong ZHENGMING [CONTEND] in Chinese No 36, 1 Oct 80 pp 18-19 
[Article by Ma Lu [7456 6424): "How To View the Succession of Zhao Ziyang") 


(Text) The proceedings of the Third Session of the Fifth Nacional People's Congress 
have now been completed. This session cannot but attract the attention of Chinese 
at home and abroad, or even of the whole world, because it carried out a major 
reorganization of the government: it replaced the Premier and a due number of vice 
premiers, and Zhao Ziyang's “new cabinet" has taken the place of Hua Guofeng's “old 
cabinet." Such a major reorganization of the leading etratum of government is not 
rare in the developed capitalist countries of Western Europe and North Americe 
(including, of course, Japan), but it is seldom seen in a communist-led country or 
in what are called Third World countries, In these countries, once a person gains 
control of political power, he is seldom willing to give it up unless prompted 
through @ bloody coup, by the appearance of violent mase disturbances (such as the 
recent strikes in Poland), or as a regult of intervention by foreign forces. After 
Hua Guofeng acceded to control over the State Council in 1976, Japan's circles of 
political analysis liked to use the term “the Hua regime;" this hinted that Hua 
Guofeng's leadership wae estimated to be likely to develop into a new regime and 

to continue for a long time. Domestically, there was et the same time the saying 
that Mua might lead che Chinese people into the 2let century. These were both 
inatances of people conventionally following the conception mentioned above--that 
iw, the leader of a country would not quit unless overthrow. An event such as the 
shdication and change of position that have occurred this time, with no resultant 
disturbance, ie seldom seen, indeed. 


The Weight of Premier Zhao's Burden 


Some say that even though Hua recommended Zhao Ziyang to replace him, what was 
replaced was but the office of the Premier of the State Council; he himself remains 
party chairman. According to the principle of the party guiding the government, 
Hua etill wields great power, and whether Zhao's succession can have any great 
effect {@ still rather doubtful. But in reality, the principle of separation 
between the party and government has been put forward this time. The Communist 
Party is the party in power; however, it should only provide guiding opinions on 
the Line, principles, policies, and programs, and at the same time lead all its 
members to play a positive and active role in the government and in mass organi- 
rations in order to assure the execution of various decisions. It should not 
directly command or interfere with the government's work. Only the National People's 























Congress, ae the organ of supreme power in the whole country, and its Standing Com- 
mittee can directly command and intervene in the government's work (ase [an organ of ) 
government, the State Council ie responaible only to the National People's Congress). 
Of course, for a long time the National People's Congress had become simply an 
inetrument that "votes according to the imperial edict;" it had loet ite proper 
functton precisely because the party had taken ite place. The Third Session of the 
Fifth National People's Congress hase really changed thie situation to a definite 
extent, The questioning, ecrutinizing, and impeachment activities of the delegates 
vie-~a-vie various departmente of the government more or lees exercised the functions 
of the organ of power, Some say that thie was but a decision by the Communiet 

Party; "what one can make, one can aleo break." If at some point certain leaders 

of the Communist Party should decide once more to recover their power, then what is 
to be done? We cannot say that such @ possibility does not exist. But -e must see 
that the profound lessone of the past 10 to 20 yeare have already made most Corr mist 
Party leadera gravely sense the danger of "the party ruling the state'’--that is, if 
one person or a few persons like the gang of four can succeed in controlling the 
party and in carrying out a set of policies to the detriment of the country and the 
people, while the National People's Congress and the government are bogged down in 
an impotent position, the whole country may well collapse. Restoring and perfecting 
the functions and powers of the National People's Congress and allowing the govern- 
ment to work independently is precisely the Communist Pcerty's important decision 
today. Whether it is Hua Guofeng or anyone else, if he is not in charge of govern- 
mental duties he cannot interfere with governmental work on the basis of his -ersonal 
wishes, no matter how high his position in the party might be. If he did eo, 5e 
would be violating the party's decision. 


On the other hand, thie man Zhao Ziyang is also unlikely to agree to serve merely as 
"a prime minister keeping the emperor company at dinner.” In taking over the 
Premiership of che State Council, he knows deeply how difficult and heavy his 
responsibility fda, as he ie allowed only to succeed and not to fail. Without the 
power to work in the absence of restraint, he would not have accepted the appointment 
at a time of “tranettion between the new and the old." This is not a personal matter 
for Zhao Ziyang; it likewise reflects the party's decisior, 


As has been observed above, this major transformation of China's modern political 
System wae accomplished peacefully. But if we perceive a degree deeper, is that not 
a direct result of the mass movements ranging from the "4 May Movement" until the 
emashing of the gang of four? In other words, it took 4 years for unprecedented 
poli’ ical struggle that appeared in October 1976 to become roughly settled in a 
general situation. It may be said that this struggle was very complex and compli- 
cated and not very easy to manage. But it may aleo be said that those in China's 
leading stratum, having gone through important domestic and foreign experiences and 
lessons, have now reached the point of full maturity. They know that the Chinese 
people, whose wounds are extensive and whose grievances are deep, are hardly able 

to weather another stormy climate, and they must thus carefully and prudently manage 
the great affairs of state. Just as Mao Zedong said, one must eat one mouthful at 

a time. The general situation becoming only roughly settled after 4 years might 
seem too slow, but in reality this also can only be done that way. To be able to 
have euch an achievement is already a very good thing insofar as the Chinese people 
are concerned, The major historic significance of the Third Session of the Fifth 
National People's Congress also lies here. 


























Can the "Criete in Trust" be Eliminated? 


Some say that after this session of the National People's Congress, the "crisie in 
trust’ in China should be able to be resolved, 


As for those delegates who participated in this session. of the congress, those members 
of the Chinese People's Political Coneultative Conference who were present at this 
seanion, and those who are well versed in China's internal conditions, thie kind of 
thinking may be appropriate. Sut to most of the domestic population and overseas 
brethren, tt ta atill coo early to say wo. 


To make thie observation is not to suggest that the present government leaders are 
not trustworthy. It le equaliy baseless to think that in the past they were not 
trusted and that today they are absolutely trusted. Just ae Lu Xun said: “Hopeless- 
nea is an falee as hope iteelf.” At chat time, of course, Lu Xun had something 
cise in mind, but today the situation does present some similarities. After repeated 
reversals of more than 20 years, some who originally had full confidence in the 
Communist Party have come to find that it has become progressively eroded, reversal 
after reversal, Each reversal in the past was said to have been a major change, and 
the situation was said to be fine and greatly hopeful, but each time the result 
turned wut to be a greater disappointment. The story about “The Wolves Are Coming" 
has left them nothing to trust, they feel. Hence, in their eyes, the statenents 
made at thie session of the National People's Congress, the bills and regulations 
passed, and the personnel changes that took place seem but the same routine; no one 
knows when another negation is to take place, they feel. Thies ie one point, Then, 
in terme of the domestic social atmosphere, many people perhaps had too many fears 
until the smashing of the gang of four; those powerful political campaigns made it 
necessary at least for people to follow the rules on the surface. In addition, mass 
communication organs used to report only the pleasant but not otherwise. Therefore 
the outlook still seemed somewhat “revolutionary,” and those arriving from the out- 
side world coulc not help but look at the ongoing situation with some respect. As 
for today, since emphasia is placed on ema**ipation of thinking and on breaking down 
conventions, many ideas buried deep in peopie's minds, many ugly things that had 
been covered up, and plenty of previously unknown and unspeakable personalities and 
things are all becoming gradualiy exposed. These included selfishness and avarice, 
atupidity and senselesaness, and aleo the disposition toward worshiping things 
foreign and fawning to those from abroad on account of the opening door. All of 
this now comes to the surface. Judging by such phenomena alone, it would seem that 
the social atmosphere today has become worse than it was before the smashing of the 
gang of four. For instance, the direct feeling of residents of Hong Kong is that 
precisely during these past few years the number of escapees has increased. Why has 
this been the case? No answer can be found no matter how hard one ponders. Thirdly, 
an “indigenous emperor” etyle rather generally prevails among the local cadres, who 
resort to perverting justice for bribes and plotting avenues for private gain, and 
not a few working personnel evidence a dragged-out, tired-out, listless attitude; 
thus it is clearly discernible that the medium and lower echelons of cadres are not 
doing their job. Yet, continuation of the work in question depends on them. This 
being the case, even though the State Council has brought in Zhao Ziyang, Wan Li, 
and the like to exercise power, can continuation be assured? Can absence of deviation 
be guaranteed? In the case of these medium and lower echelons of cadres, even if 
they are replaced, there is no certeinty that better persone will be found. They 
say: It most probably is impossible for Zhao Zivang, Wan Li, and the like to take 
charge of everything from top to bottom; then, it those below pretend to follow orders 
but actually obstruct them, and hence stand in the way, what is to be done? 

















Precedents in the Transformation of ihe Cadre Syetem 


Are we worrying too much in saying all this? Not necessarily, because all of what 
ie said hae a factual basis. But is such an estimation completely correct? Of 
course not. Such an eetimation, in reality, is still based on conditions prior to 
the amashing of the gang of four (including the conditions left behind) without due 
attention being paid to the fact that in many aspecte there already have been funda- 
mentel changes. Among these changes, the main one is that concerning excessive con- 
centration of power and the lifelong tenure of cadres, which, in a positive sense, 
means the establishment of democracy and a legal system. "Personal reputation and 
statue, in particular, cannot be granted through othere:" thie is a correct concept 
that had already appeared in the daye prior to the Qin Dynasty. But since the 
founding of the Chinese Communist etete, not a few titles and positions have been 
granted ae if they were rewards for merit and services; hence the largest number of 
offices and poste in history has come to be established. This session of the 
National Peuple's Congress broached the issue of Beijing University's "18 Lohan:" 

9 party secrataries, and 9 president and vice presidente. Actually this has been a 
generally prevailing situation: in many organs there are often 8 or 10 "vice excel- 
lencies,” most of whom are usually ceremonial figures partaking in the spoils and 
nothing elee. This time, old vice premiers and vice chairmen of the National 
People's Congress took the lead in resigning; this may be said to be entirely unpre- 
cedented. It created the precedent, in fact, for traneforming the cadre system. 

The ultimate result is going to be a gradual advance toward employment of personnel 
strictly on the basis of talent, so that only the able will be in office, with their 
reputations matching their positions. This will serve to steer work in various 
aspects forward and put things on a course as arranged by the Third Session of the 
Fifth Netional People's Congress, thereby overcoming the various phenomena mentioned 
above and changing people's impressions accordingly. It takes time to achieve al! 
of this step by etep. The restoration of the people's trust in the Communist Party 
must eleo be determined by how much can be done in this regard. Therefore, to say 
that the “crisis in trust” has already been solved is but something said to placate 
oneself. But even if one is merely saying that, as long as efforte are made to 
really follow the present decisions and carry them out in practice, euch "trust" will 
eventually be restored, along with the emergence of fruitful results, and the "crisis" 
will have then become a thing of the past. That would be something to be expected.

SCTENTIFIC FAITH OF MARXISM SAID ESSENTIAL TO MODERNIZATION

[Text] "All humans have faith" is the mid-Tang translation of a ceaching from 
the Avatameaka Sutra of Buddhism: "An honest man ia born relying on faith" is 

a thesis of Martin Luther, the 16th century German religious reformer; "The enemy 
can cut off my head, but he cannot shake my faith" ie an oath th proletarian 
revolutionary Fang Zhimin [2455 1807 2404] made in prison. Each of these 
statements has its own unique meaning, and the ideological levels are as different 
ae heaven and earth, but they express a common theme: In all times and places, 
people who live on thie earth have been unable to be without their own ideals and 
faiths. 


When man finally split off from a purely animal state, simultaneously there came 
into being the awareness and thought peculiar to man. Faith is one form of thought: 
it ts a derivative of thought activity. 


Faith is a yearning, a pursuit, an attraction toward something, and people draw 
atrength from this spirit to explain, adapt or change the natural world and the 
social environment. Like chought, faith is produced and constrained under certain 
materisl conditions of social life. People's thought, knowledge and faith increase 
and develop along with the development of productive forces and go through a 
process from low to high, from shallow to profound and from blind pursuit to 
conviction of ecientific truth. 


In primitive society, the level of production and the ebility to think is extremely 
low; people are still in a barbaric state, "totem worship" has become a universal 
form of faith for people, and they use certain animals or natural obiccts as 
symbols, piously worshipping them and using them ae natural protective forces to 
maintain their own class. This is a kind c* blind and illusory faith. 


After entering the stage of class society, people's faith takes on a fresh cless 
coloring: "In each period the ideology of the ruling class is the ideology which 
occupies the dominant position." For hundreds and thousands of years, the many 
faiths of Confucianist theories, Buddhist sutras, teachings of God, and even the 
utilitarianiem which flouishes today, in essence all belong to the class which 














dominated the materiel meane of production and that clees, to gaintain ite ruling 
poeirion, proclaimed and ineulcated the faith which would benefit it and attract 
thoee they ruled to abenden their own faithe and accept what the dominant «lass 
advocated, For example, Dr Hu Shi, the apologiet of the compradore class, early 
in thie century proclaimed “etudy questions more and talk lees about items” to 
reslat the tranemieston and promotion of Marxiem in China. But thie Doctor of 
Phiiesophy did not categorically oppose faith, for the peculiar pragmatiem of the 
sort that “if it hee bresete, it's 4 woman,” was imported into China from the 
Vaited States in the hande of Hu Shi, It te obvious that whatever the exploiting 
-laee delieved or did not believe had «4 clase bias, and thue thie faith aleo was 
an antlectentific oplate and corruptant which violated the lawe of history. 


The faith ef the ruled clase and the workers had one sepect of what had been 
inculeated by the ruling clase, and at the same time from their own enslaved 
position there was aleo their own faith which was opposed to that of the ruling 
clase, expectally when there are social etrugglee and human vicissitudes. It is, 
ae lenin said, when the bottom fe not willing to go along with the old life and 
the top cannot rule as before, then in particular, the embodiments of the laboring 
people's rejection of evil, longing for ideale and upholding of faith can be 
concentrated. ‘The Blue Heaven te dead, the Yellow Heaven hae taken over"; “do 
not serve gode buddhas, or ancestore”; “equalize noble and humble, even up rich 
and poor”; “with a three-foot sword the world can be conquered and the world 
becomes « place to w ander at will”;..., auch battle cries ‘tesued by revolutionary 
leaders throughout .story immediately became passionate faith for people who 
wished to change their situations, aotiveted them to fight and deal a heavy blow 
to the ruling clase and the fairh it worshipped, thue it made it possible for 
peovie's aepirations to be realised to « certain degree. But because of class 
reetrictione and the limitations of historical conditions, these faiths are only 
slaple concepts which come from a desire to throw off bitter conditions and ere 
not built en @ foundation which correctly reflects the laws of historical 
develonment, but, because of the obstruction of ecientific culture and the 
infivence of religion, “to start en enormous storm, the vitel interests of the 
meses suet be draped in the garb of religious teaching,” so people's faith 
frequentiy hed to be wrapped in the ayeterious colores, thus in practice, it was 
impoesible finelly to realize their own desires and complete the historical sission 
of ltberating themselves and transforming present conditions, therefore, these 
faithe et'll were unectentific, vielonary forme of faith. 





Nowever, after Marxiem appeared and changed socislies from vision to scientific 
reality, there wae « revolution unprecedented in its profundity in the reals of 
people's knowledge and the content of feith. 


“Marx and Engele critically carried on the essence of mankind's ideological and 
cultural legecy, summariced the production struggle, the class struggle and the 
latest echlewementse of ecientific experimentation, revealed the obiective laws of 
social development and pointed the way for the edvance of history. Thus Marxism 
le the @ole ectentific tdeological veapon for the liberation struggle of the 
oleteriat and the vast numbers of workers. The creation of Marxiem made people 
ast off the divine aura of religious faith. “The historical mission is to 
eetablieh the truth of thie world.” Before it, of all the various biueprints for 
eoctaliem and the varieties of faith, those which are true and falee will be 














diacriminated and these which should be accepted and these which could be rejected 
will be determined The theory and practice of Marxwiem and ecientific socialiem is 
etill the faith on whitch people rely to build the sole ecientific foundation so 
that "people with reasen can think, act and budld their own realtty.” 


There is one view that Marxieom ie eclence, and that science ic the object of 
research and not the object of faith, thue Marxiem cannot be something in which to 
believe. This inference ise «a little hard to understand because esearch and faith 
are not mutually exclusive and opposing concepte. The opposite of ectence is 
ignorance and @uperatition, but faith ie definitely not a synonym for superetition. 
NO matter what dictionary you use, 46 long a® you ate fot playing et ymologicai 
gemes, the word “faith” can be understood by anyone ae including ideas of belie!, 
convictlon, reverence and respect and is used a6 a compase and yardstick fo: 
belavior. Above we gaid chat different times have had different faithe, different 
classes have had difference faithe, also. There ie blind taith and ecientific 
faith, but faith tn Maraztem ta eclentific faith. Of course, the fact that Marxitem 
is a aclencifte theory hae been che object of research, but “in essence, it is 
critical and revolutionary.” Ite break with the oesified and superatition is 
conatantiy perfected and developed in practice Tuet because of this, the 
fundamental principies and sectentific system of Marxiem is iong-lived and evergreen, 
and already through over a hundred yeare of practice has proved that it is the 
ideological weapor of the liberation struggle of the proleteriat and the workere 
and (@ the woridview and methodology for people to understend and change the 
objective and aubjective. Ic is the guiding ideclogy of our socialiet nation and 
thin i» clearly incorporated into the conetitution of the People's Republic of 
China. If Marxten i# something only for diecuesion in the study and not «a guide 
for action, then there i no way to expain the historical picture which has 
developed ic Chine over the last 60 years with the help of Maruies. 


In recent year, Chinese with icity ideals have sade many valuable attempts to 
find arguments for saving the nation and people, without being eble to resiize 
their ambit tone But when Marxies epread to China and, on the basis of combining 
with Chinese revolutionary practice, Mao Zedong Thought vas produced, people 
achieved enormous sower of faith. “Beheading is not important as long as the 
ideology is true.” People ran ab ut shouting slogens,gaking speeches on street 
corners, setting up regimes in mountain villages, fighting on the battlefields and 
in the torture chambers. Dveryone fel: the eame and etruggiec to build «a beand new 
socialist mansion. Under the leadership of the Communist Party, whose guiding 
thought ia Marxtier, afcer many difficulties, the court of Jiang Jieshi, which had 
been upheid by an army of § million wae finally defeated and an unreasonable 
social system of several thousend years duration was brought to an end, and by 
@ tortuous path (\e great victory of socialist revolution and socislist 
onetruction wae von. 


“All faith can only be secured in revolutionary theory,” “everything can be 
abandoned in the search for truth.” The gartyr Zhang Zhixin’s [1728 1807 2450] 
solemn pledge made in prison clearly showed her faith in Marxiet ecience, and gave 
her ‘ncomparable wisdom and inexhaustible etrength eo thet in the evil wind and 
miaemes she could distinguish the faliacites and perversions of the “gang of four's” 
false “arxiem and anti-Marxiem; #o thet in the face of violence she had a lofty 

and unyielding cheracter and in the face of danger she was not afraid and was 























faithful and unytelding, showing an usehakeable faith in and iron will of Marxies. 
Simiieriy, tm the epring ef 1976 im the national mass movement which centered on 
Tiananmen Square, in the dangerous circumetances When the brutal control of the 
“gang of four” wee at ite peak, whet thousands of people expreseed was “the vow to 
reapect and defend the country at al! costes and clearly distinguish Marxiem-Leninisn 
and protect etete power.” The time of “righteous indignation rose to the heavens 
and red hearte will rebudid our China” wae moet strident. Thie te a review of the 
atrugaie of Marxtiem, showing eloquently the power of faith of people armed with 
Marxian, 


Through the har@h test of battle, our troops began 4 new long garch, and in the 
wake of bitter experience, people broke open the ideological door behind which they 
had long been imprisoned and began to consider our past, present and future. 

Behind the keynote of triumphant advance there chanced to appear 4 low note: it wae 
said that Marxieom wae in crisis, soctaliem had no future, etc. There may be a 
variety of reasone for the appearance of this way of looking at thinge and | would 
like to analyee them here from the perspective of the history of socialiem and its 
present etate, 


It should be admitted that we have not used Marxism with sufficient correctness 
and there are etill some gape and errors in our scientific socialiet theory and 
practice, there i# some lack of correspondence in the achievements and contribu- 
tions we should have made, especialiy during che turbulent era of the Great 
Cultural Revolution, the calamity brought on by Lin Biao and the “gang of four” 
when history moved backwards; after the emashing of the “gang of four” when spring 
wae io the air, @ period when we hed « new lease on life, some new cont radict ions 
gradually began to appear, such as, that democracy wae not healthy, that the legal 
ayetem wae not perfect, that bad bureaucratic practices were not yet ext inguished 
and chat epectal privilege thinking had « resurgence, so that people's feelings 

of detesting the world and ite ways and their ideas of grief for the times and the 
nation were entirely underetandabie. 


de are Chorough matertalietse, seek truth from facts, proceed from actuality: these 
ace fundemental pointe and pointe of departure for Marxism and Mao Zedong Thought. 
To budld faith on « eclentific foundation selfconeciously requires that the ori- 
ginal face of history be accurately restored. 


We have lived in socialist society for 30 years and Marxiem has been in China for 
49 years. Thie time ie only an inetant in the long process of historical develop- 
ment. Hietorfcally, the alternation of different social syetems or the shaping 
and establiehment of « new social syetem frequently goes through «a prolonged 
process, and there might even appear to be « brief retreat. This ie aot unprece- 
dented. When the Germanic peoples established the Frankish Kingdom in Western 
Evrope, the process of making it feudal took over two centuries to complete. The 
bourgeois revolution in England aleo went through the several decade-long Stuart 
Restoration. In France, that which is presently termed the Fifth Republic means 
that in the past 200 years of capitalist politicel system which it has gone 
through, there have already been four crises in the system of government. in the 
final period of the Chinese feudal gonarchy, because of the invasion of foreign 
capitaliem in the mid-19th century end ite alliance with feudal forces, China was 
unable to follow the usual developmental path of turning capiteiist and through 











the process of becoming semifeudal and semicolonial finally evoived towards 
eoctaliem, All the above, however different the clases content and sanifested 
form, clearly explaine that histery does not develop in a etraight line, The suc- 
eeeslon between exploitative eyateme ie atill like this, and the estebdiiehment of 
the eoc iallet eystem, of course, cannot be without some tortuousness. 


China's past te that of @ feudal soctety which continued for several thousand 
years, emall-ecale production wae the rule and in the treasure house of Marxien 
there were no ready-made modele for how to build a socialist mansion. Socielies 
wae not victorious firet in developed capitalist countries ae Engele had predicted. 
Although when our party wae firet established, with enthusiastic conviction Lenin 
vented hia hopes of the final victory of soctaliem in the vast territory of the 
East, including China, but it wae al] up to our ancient couniry to practice and 
create it ourteel vee 


At the seme time, socleliem also was created in en environment in which both at 
om and abroad there existed hostile forces. "“Soctaliem will abolish class.” 
lenin bad enunciated this theeie very early. But when socialiem was firet estabd- 
lished, classes were gumerous and complex. Like the counterrevolutionary clique 
of Lin @lee and the “gang of four” they epitomized anti-Marxiet and antisocialist 
forces and in a certain climate they utilized our shortcomings and mistakes (in 
eseemec, thie wae algo distorted or violated Marxiem) to run rampant for a long 
time with heavy damage and profound consequences, ao that the eplendor of Marzien 
and Mao Zedong Thought and the reputation of socialiem suffered severe damage. 


However, this wae, after all, the product of special historical circumstances (such 
ae ihe climate of the Great Cultural Revolution, and the formation and upsurge of 
modern superet ition His’ annot Simply repeat iteeif. Such conditions can- 
not reappear in their original form, but the important thing is that our party and 
people endured severe discipline and testing, paid a heavy price and gain extremely 
rich and valuable experience and are even more mature politically. We put an end 
to the eources of disorder, stopped the hidden peril, conecientiously developed 
demmectracy, gradualiv rebuilt the legal eystem, got rid of modern superstition with 
the fearless epiri: of materialiem and corrected the series of errors and distor- 
tions which were brought sbout by sodern superstition. What we are carrying out 
now ‘'s proceeding from actuality, seeking truth from facts and the ideologicei | ine 


of testing knowledge with practice; a political line for building socialism centered 
on the four @odernizetions, an organizational line of unity and stability of the 
party and promoting only the worthy. From this gore than 3 years of practice, any- 


one ¢. 9 feel intimately from our political situation, economic situaticn, saterial 
culture and life style, that thinge have clearly taken a turn for the bitter, such 
better and faster than people originally thought, end thie is truly a very goving 

scene. 


‘il of this te the proper sense of the Marziet task, and the victory of Marxien. 

if it can be saftd that Marxiem wae defeated, then this is ite restoration; if it 
ran be @aid that “Marxiem was stagnant, then thie is ite development. The theory 
and practice of these 5 years has proved the vitality of Marxiem and the so-called 
ctiei«= wae oniy the crisis of falee Marxiem and ant i-Marxiess. 


Of course, thie ts not to say that there are no probleme, troubles or difficulties 
aheav of us, or that the process of advancing is not tortuous. On the socialist 














path there are many realms of necessity whic’ we must continue to explore, in our 
party etyle and peopleness there are many feudal (mainiy manifested as spectal 
privileges thinking), small-scale production (mainly manifested as conservat iveness 
and force of habit) and “gang of fourteh” (mainly manifested as ult raleftia: 

thought tide) pernicious influences which are far from having been el.minated and 
are till corrupting the soctaliet body, and capitalist “popular” styles (mainly 
manifested ae blind worship of foreign things and self-deprecation) which are still 
prevalent. All of this must go through a long and difficult period of education 
and struggle, of thie there is no dowbt. But, what do we rely on to change this 
aituation? Anarchiem? This hae already been proven bankrupt in the history of the 
international communiet sovement and in our Great Cultural Revolution; liberalize- 
tion’ The Marxtet view of liberaliem has alwaye recognized the coexistence of 
mutuel reliance and mutual restraint of discipline, just as with democracy and 
cOllectiviem, Absetract freedom cannot be found. Recently, those who advocate demo- 
eratic freedoms in China have been unable to drag the "freedom" of old China into 
the society they idealized, how much less can such free acts as having the four 
modernizations, which are unprecedented in our history, depart from party leader- 
ship, pratwe the “democratic group” and even seek help from "those who hold dif- 
ference political views" be permitted? 





Things return to their roote, whether it be 30 years or 3 years. From the lessons 
of expertence both positive and negative, we etill have faith in Marxiem and up- 
hold Marxiem. Feudal, emali-scale production and capitalist precepts are 
incompatible with Marxiem. The special privilege thinking which people detest and 
which fille them with indignation is not the measures adopted by the Party Central 
Committee organizationally, systematically or from ideology and public sentiment. 
if the puntfehment te increased will they disappear’? Of course, this is no easy 
matter. But, if only the correct line of Marxiem ie maintained, a1] non-Marxiat 
things sooner or later will heave no place to hide. 


Of course, the vitality of Marxiem and the superiority of the socialist system 
ultimately still depends on our realizing the modernizations within this century, 
an eepectally after catching up with and surpassing the production levels of the 
world's advanced capitalist countries, it will become completely obvious. How- 
ever, a8 Communtet Party sembere and as citizens with high aspirations, can we sit 
and walt for that day to come all by iteelf? During the time of democratic revolu- 
tion and soctaliet transformation, even when we lack the gaterial conditions, do 

we not aleo constantiy feel the vitality of Marxiem and the superiority of the 
socialist system? To realize modernizations and build a strong socialist country 
is in eccord with the will of the people and the general trend of events. Bven 
people abroad accept this. Their basis and our possibility are not the same, but 
we reach the same goal though by different routes. Realizing Chinese-style 
mocernizetion ie imperative: this is the common conclusion. But please consider 
this: recently, on the basis of actual experiences in his scientific research, the 
American physicist Yang Zhenning (2799 2182 13860) enalyzed objectively our ardent 
search for order during the last 2 years and after the plans proved impractical, he 
thought “the revised new modernizations plans are even wiser, and I believe from 
this experience, China mguet learn how to manage the arrangement of financial 
affaire. China has resources--both manpower and material--and with more correct 
management, ultimately will achieve the goal of modernization. This goal is not 
likely to change: it is a fundamental, long-term policy.” It should be said that 





this prediction tis fair and sound. A U.S. Congressional Economic Committee last 
year alao made an appraisal of China's economy, and although they said "we foresee 
that the future course of China's economic policy may be especially difficult" and 
there are some pussles, after analyzing the theory and practice of China's 
“economic scale,” tt must be pointed out that "in the next 10 years, certainly 
China will be able to maintain an average rate of economic growth roughly the same 
ae that for the past 25 yeare, and thie will mean that by the end of thie century, 
the gross value of China's domestic production will increase by four-fold." "This 
will easily move China into the rank of the five great economic countries.” Of 
course, in making this prediction, they are not going too far either. 





It im not that we are gaining inspiration from the U.S. Congress, but that this 
shows they are making this prediction on the basis of the developmental trends of 
the past 3 years (1.e., the so-called "post-Mao Chinese economy). But these 3 
years were ettll 3 yeare of the unlimited vitality of Marxiem, still the close 
combination of Marxiet ectentific theory and Chinese socialist practice over the 
past 20 years, and thus were 3 years of brilliance. They have no way of under- 
standing (hie point and are unwilling to acknowledge it. But here we have made 
more profound the conviction that Marxiem is science, and we gust uphold and have 
faith in eclentific Marxian.

In other words, the 
extreme-left line in che atyle of Mao Zedong t# abeclutely not allowed to interfere 
with hie work again, or the Chinese Communist Party would really face the possibility 
of annthilacion and che Chinese people aight be headed toward @ gargantuan disaster. 


Everything Muat Get Started From the Seginning 


Recently, a documentary film “China's Story in Biood aad Tears” was shown in Hong 
Kong. The film covered the vicisetctudes from the Boxer Incident, and the invasion 


of China by the joint forces of eight powers, up to the appearance of Chinese 
Communist Party Chateman Mao Zedong at the ceremony of the founding of the new state 
atop the Gate of Heeveniy Peace on 1 October 19469 During a period of some 50 years, 


China underwent countiess advereities, such as the disturbances created by Zhang 
Zuolin and other warlords in North Chine, Yuso Shikat's assumption of the title of 
emperor, the firet cooperacion between che Natlonalistse and the Communists during 
the Northern Expedicton, che failure of toe Great Revolution and the perpetration 
by Chiang Kat-sher of the “12 April coup and purge of the Communists, the invasion 
of China by the Japanese bandits, the secon ~peration between the Nationalists 
and the Communieta, victory of the ant!-Japanese resistance, and the return to civil 
war. Finally, there was che founding of the Chinese Communist state and the scene 
of rapturous hatling of Mao Zedong. The [lim stopped here and did not continue. But 
the background narration ieft a question mark about the destiny of the state under 
Chinese Communist rule. 


During the past 30 years, however, the Chinese Communists have moved from receiving 
the people's rapturous welcome to the instigation of the Cultural Revolution and 
hence a total ‘ose of popular support. During chis long period, except in the early 
1950's when they made certain contributions, they have gradually aggravated their 
harasament and exasperation of the peoole, conducted frequent campaigns, and embarked 
upon a “leftiet’ line, brineing destruciton to the economy and production and devas- 
tation to democracy and che legal system. All this has resulted in great injury to 











the vitality of China, Eepectally during the lLO-year Cultural Revolution, the 
Chinese people were placed under feudal, faeciet rule chat was unprecedented in 
China or elsewhere throughout the agee; social order, culture and education, and 
concepts of morality and echics tn the folk tradition all underwent a great regres- 
sion, China was actually under the rule of a single leader, a heavenly deity; it 
took only a wave of the deity's hand to prompt the common people to advance wave 
after wave in battle like worthless ante. The deity wanted the people to "fear 
welther hardahtip oor death,” and to defend himself and his power he did not cringe 
at all even at destroying the Constitution and crushing the party we nimeelf had 
pernonally created, All kinds of crimes were carried out in the name of "revolution," 
“eontinued revolution under the dictatorship of the proletariat," and other similar 
“leftiac” pretexts, This situation finally provoked the earth-shaking, heart~- 
trending "S April Movement.” As this was the direction in which popular sentiments 
were expressed, it u.timately brought to a close the utterly preposterous tragedy of 
the Cultural Revolution, 


Insofar aa China Le concerned, the realistic satire is the fact that the two slogans 
put forward by patriotte youths of the "4 May Movement” of 1919, in terms of a demand 
for the realization of democracy and scientific progress, turned out to be still 
empty at the time of the Cultural Revolution; everything still had to get started 
‘rom the very beginning. Rebuilding democracy, rebuilding the legal system, respect- 
ing actence, and developing the economy are the new slogans of the 1 billion Chinese 
people today. Please note what great advances many countries have achieved during 
these past 60 yveara: defeated countries have been rebuilt from ruins; colonies have 
moved from independence to development and cto the building of civilized states with 
balanced development of science and technology. But China is still just trying to 
make « beginning from the A, B, C of democracy and science. 





The Third Session of the Fifth National People's Congress of Communist China 
decided to carry out great reforms in the systems of the country's leadership and 
economy, to practise a separation between party and government, to grant full 
authority to new Premter Zhao Ziyang of the State Council, and to let him promote 
new economic polictes with a free hand. This was a new start on the part of the 
Chinese Communist Party after it suffered its failures through 30 years of practice 
under extreme-"left' polictes. That ts to say, it must abandon those empty revolu- 
tionary slogans, develop production in a down-to-earth way, raise the people's 
living standards, iet the common people speak their minds, and grant them greater 
democratic freedom. This new start was not meant to lean to the other side, the 
side of capitalism, but to create genuine people's democracy, so that any party 
member or cadre would be subject to supervision by the people. Like the "4 May 
Movement," this new beginning step is profoundly supported by the Chinese at home 
and abroad. 


the Burden of the "Petroleum Kingdom" 


The emergence of the Zhao 7lyang regime has a background for its inevitability. That 
in to sav, {f the Chinese Communist Party had still failed to institute reforms, its 
political power would certainly have encountered disruption because of economic pro- 
blems. 


When Mao Zedong died in September 1976 and Jiang Qing and the ecang of four were 
overthrown that October, the economy of Communist China was sustaining injuries within 

















and without. An earthquake in the Tangshan area caused devastating damages: more 
than 700,000 casualties and several million people in the Beijing-Tianjin region 
homeless. Vietnan pressed for "aid" at this time, and the Chinese had to tighten 
their belts and do their beat to provide it. At this moment, although Hua Guofeng 
had acceded to power, the "little gang of four," Wang Dongxin, Ji Dengkuei and 
others, were still usurping high offices. Ignoring the fact that most of the 
victime of the Tangshan earthquake disaster still had no housing accommodations, 
they somehow chose to mobilize the councry's material resources to build that 
memorial hall for the leader and also to publish Volume V of the "Selected Works of 
Mao Zedong." The administration of the Chinese Communiets at thie time still 
followed Mao's ayatem. A national learn-from-Dazhai conference exalted Chen Yongguet 
to the heavens and ordered the various provinces and municipalities (autonomous 
regions) to build a certain number of "Dazhai counties" within a specific time 
limit. Stupid measures like "channeling water from the west to the east" continued 
to be carried out. While the assumption had been that once the gang of four was 
overthrown, everything would be all right, little did people know that the forces 
of the "whateveriat faction" continued to entrench themselves in party and govern- 
ment organs at various levels. Bureaucratism prevailed as usual. Adthough the 
cencra! authorities put forward the call for a more daring and accelerated approach 
to the conatruction of the economy, there was a lack of scientific perception in 
this regard, and the economy by no means embarked upon the desired course. Even 
while tt was clearly understooi that the gang of four had brought China to the brink 
of bankruptcy, resultant problems were not solved. At this time, people only heard 
oll the blame being heaped upon Lin Biao and the gang of four, whereas Mao's faults 
were mostly glossed over. 








Unde~ such elreumstances, it was difficult for the economy to develop. But the 
central authorictes were meanwhile burdened by the partial testimonies of the 
‘petroleum faction,’ thinking that there was petroleum to be exploited everywhere 

in China. Whenever certain dignitaries were dispatched abroad on visits, they chose 
to import everything, regardless of price. Without any study as to whether or not 
it aulted China's needs, much equipment was imported by ready agreement, once its 
proponents were heard to say how advanced it was. The upshot was that these imports 
greatly exceeded Communist China's ability to pay for them in foreign exchange, but 
the blind belief continued that many Daqings would be forthcoming in the country. 
Although leading cadres of the petroleum departments had made meritorious contri- 
butions In the past in the exploitation of China's petroleum resources, they had 
become muddleheaded because of applauses, thinking that if large corps were thrown 
into the battle, the attendant military means of siege should succeed in everything. 
As a result, they suffered a great tumble and ultimately turned petroleum, which the 
Chinese Communists envisioned as the largest source of foreign exchange for their 
economic construction, into a springtime dream. 


In its supply to Japan last year, petroleum had already showed its restri_cions when 
the demand could not be met, even after measures were adopted to appropriate some 
here and borrow some there. Not until the end of the year was the export of 7.6 
million tons of petroleum to Japan accomplished. According to the terms of the 1978 
long-range Sino-Japanese trade agreement, the supply of China's crude oil to Japan 
needs to be increased every year during the 5-year period from 1978 to 1982. From 
19R3 on, the amount to be supplied will be agreed upon anew, depending on how 
petroleum production has increased by that time. But after the problem popped up 
last yeer, even the supply of 8 miliion tons this year has been found to be more 








diffiewle. Recently, Yao Yiling finally indicated to Japan's Vice Minister of 

Miti Yano that atarting next year, it will be impossible for Communist China to 
carry out the terms of the agreement to supply 9.5 million tons of crude o11 to 
Japan ‘hen and also to supply 15 million tons in 1982. Therefore, he reduced the 
amount of petroleum to be supplied cto Japan in each of those 2 years to 8.3 million 
tons. Gu Mu even hed to apologize especially to Doko for thie, saying that the 
reason China would be unable to continue to supply Japan with petroleum according 
to those terms was because she had not mastered the data regarding the accurate 
amount of petroleum deposits, and had underestimated the damage caused by the gang 
of four, so that petroleum production had become stagnant. As China's own need for 
petroleum increased, it became impossible for her to satiefy Japan. 


Reducing the Internal Supplies and External Salea of Petroleum 


The vanishing of Communist China's beautiful dream of building her economy on the 
basis of exports of large quantities of petroleum brought major consequences to the 
entire economic plan. After the [Second World] War, none of the various countries 
started of f (ta economic development with light industry and then carried over to 
the development of the petroleum industry in a strategic way. In the economic 
takeo!! of Japan and West Germany, the petroleum and chemical industries brought 
about large amounts of foreign exchange income. The development of petroleum and 
chemical tndustries not only directly permitted the development of chemical fibers 
but also provided great leaps for industries that have to do with the people's 
livelihood, such as plastics, detergents, paper, etc. The economies of South Korea 
and Taiwan aiso started with light industries closely related to the petroleum and 
chemical industries. Luckily, they both profited from getting petroleum supplies at 
a reasonable price. But since the petroleum crisis of 1975, these countries and 
areas time and again have encountered the difficulty of inflated petroleum prices. 
The era of petroleum supplies at a ,easonable price has come to an end. None of the 
Third World countries has escaped this encounter with the problem of high petroleum 
prices and the resultant sufferings. Some extremely poor countries have even failen 
into major economic crises resulting from annual overexpenditures and insufficient 
income; Turkey ‘s a good example. 


Sinee Communist China does not have sufficient petroleum and natural gas, her economic 
planning must change its course. First of all, she will be unable to rely on 
petroleum exports for the exchange for large factory equipment and expensive advanced 
technology. Secondly, the source of domestic petroleum power supplies is bound to 
suffer a blow because of this. Thirdly, those industries that rely on petroleum- 
based raw materials will suffer a shortage of raw materials. According to a state- 
ment made by a provincinl delegate at this session of the National People's Congress, 
nine sets of imported chemical fiber and chemical fertilizer factory equipment could 
not start operation after their installation because of a lack of petroleum and had 

to be plgeonholed. 


Petroleum contro] measures are being strenthened at various places; Jilin in the 
northeast has already sterted to reduce freight truck driving in order to adapt to 
the reality of the petroleum shortage. All this explains that the "10 or more 
Dagings" the Chinese Communists heve talked about have not been realized. Petroleum 
production at Daq.ng has already reached its peak. The domestic petroleum supply 

{tn being reduced, and the ability to provide large quantities for export no longer 
exists. The Chinese Communists ere still continuing to search for petroleum every- 
where, and especially in the case of oilfields along the coast, they have signed 














Agreements with l0-odd foreign petroleum companies to let those countries pay their 
own exploration costs in order to search for petroleum in the East China Sea, the 
South China Sea, and the Bohai Gulf. Nevertheless, no exciting discoveries of 

large ollfleide have yet been scored up to the present. Efforts are also being made 
to search for petroleum in Tarim, Zaidamu, and Sichuan. Perhaps new oilfields will 
be found in the future, but at least for the present, efforts must etiil be made 

to cope with this petroleum crisis. 


When Yao Ylling reported on the economic plans of the Chinese Communists for the 2 
years 1980 and 1981, the amount of petroleum production remained at 106 million tons-- 
L.e., at the same level as during the past 2 years. The fact that petroleum pro- 
duction cannot go higher is thus co:.firmed in the short run. Luckily, China still 

has huge coal and hydroelectric power resources; otherwise it would be very hard for 
the country to solve its enc gy problem. Even so, in the next few years, at least, 
the Chinese Communists cannot rely on petroleum exports, but only on an expansion 

of light tndustrial exports, to pay their foreign debts. 


Stimulating Nature of the "Sichuan Model" 


Under such circumstances, Zhao Ziyang's economic construction in Sichuan was given 
the utmeet attention by the central authorities. Why? Because it proved that the 
moves which he worked out in Sichuan to expand enterprise, commune, and production 
brigade management autonomy and to open up the free market, and so forth, can solve 
the food supply problem and, compared to Mao Zedong's empty slogans and policies, 
which actually resulted in the exasperation of the people, they are as different as 
heaven is from earth. The "Sichuan model” he has worked out can stimulate the 
workers’ and peasants’ enthusiasm for productivity. He said: "We cannot blame it 
ali on the peasants; once production is developed, of course the peasants will feel 
settled. To solve this problem is a responsibility which we must undertake." In 
response to other people's praise of his achievements in Sichuan, he usually does 
not show any ready elation, but instead says: "What we have done in Sichuan is just 
restore the ortginal shape of things; we cannot rejoice too early. We need to make 
acill greater efforts." He courageously carried out the policy of expanding pro- 
ductton autonomy and made it possible for the economy of Sichuan, with its 100 
millica people, to prosper in a short time. In the free market in Sichuan, there 
iw everything; the people do their best to increase production so as t> increase 
their income; peasants, workers, and merchants combine to link pri juction and sales 
operations into one continuous process; those who work more, earn more. Thus the 
economy both in the cities and in the countryside has become swiftly vitalized. ihe 
reason why all Sichuanese praise Zhao Ziyang in the same tone is because their 
livelihood has been really improved. 


The Chinese Communiec state has been founded fcr 31 years, already, but it is a pity 
to observe that, except for the relatively well-completed Firet Five-Year Economic 
Plan, the rest of the time has been taken up mostly by Mao's blind commands and his 
leftist polson-generating policies aud slogans which twisted China all out of shape. 
[In certain regions, it ‘s no different from old China. In the large cities, too, 
except in their central districts, one need only to go slightly deeper into the 
amal!l lanes to see how the dilapidated conditions there are still the same as in 

the past. To speak truthfully, the Chinese Communists have been at it for more than 
1) yeare; if they scill refuse to change their tack, they will simply be unable to 
face the people. 

















It was against this kind of background that Zhao Ziyang acceded to office to devote 

all his energies to carrying out economic reforms and the daring expansion of autonomy. 
An he haw explained, thfia policy 46 not a capitalist path but one which builds China's 
own soclalism on the basia of a capitalist civilization. If China's socialiem is not 
to be developed on the basis of a capitalist civilization, ie it going to go back to 
feudal tam? 


This statement enabled the people of the whole country to have confidence in him, 
Indeed, China no longer has any other path to follow, and it simply will not do if 
Lt does not work on 4 new economic policy. The extreme-left line has ruined China 
and turned it into one of the world's poorest countries. It has put China in a dead 
corner, and trom now oo it will never again oe allowed to influence China's develop- 
ment. 


Some are worried that Chinese Communist policies always waver too much: even if 
what they are doing now seems all right, there is no guarantee that changes will 

not take place again. It appears that we need not be overly concerned about this. 

Aw long as the polictes of Deng Xtaoping-7hao Ziyang are upheld by the whole country, 
and the vast ranks of workers, peasants, and urban citizens derive benefits from the 
economic reforms, then it will be very difficult for Mao Zedong's extreme-left line 
to stage a “comeback.” 


How To Restore "Trust"? 


During the past LOO years and more, a hoary China, after suffering its full shere 

of abuses by the powers, was further subject to mistreatment by various domestic 
forms of ruler, such as emperor, president, chairman, and great leader. Ina 30- 
year postwar period of relatively sustained peace, anda in particular when conspicuous 
improvements were coming about in the livelihood of the people of most countries of 
the world, somehow such a preposterous tragedy as the Cultural Revolution took 

place [n China. Just as Zhao Ziyang has said, during the Cultural Revolution period 
everything was too leftist; this made the Chinese Communists reflect on the pains 
after the pains were over, so that they are now fully enlightened and realize that 
lack of relevant change simply will not do. 


The decision made at the Third Session of the Fifth National People’s Congress to 
4eparate the party from the government, the repeal of the lifelong tenure of leading 
cadfia, and the magazine HONGOT's demand that the people should have the right to 
recall incompetent officials all indicate that, in coordination with the great re- 
forms in the economy, a great rectification in politics is also imperative under the 
circumstances. Among the 38 million party members, half of them entered the party 
during the Cultural Revolution period, and many of these were elements who resorted 
to beating, smashing, and looting at the time. These elements lack professional 
knowledge and culture and yet refuse to study. Bureaucratic elements like these, 
who depend only on their mouths, must be eliminated. Only if the right to supervise 
sovernment officials is genuinely conferred upon che people, and democracy and the 
legal system are perfected, can the Chinese Communist Party conscientiously face the 
people, the more than 300,000 progressive personalities butchered by Chiang Kai-shek 
during the "12 April" incident in 1927, and the countlecs martyrs sacrificed during 
the anti-Japanese and liberation wars.

The sovereign fortune of the Han Dynasty wae boleteres precisely by such 4 second 
generation and alec by 4 third generation in term of “rule during the reigns of 
lmperor Wen and Emperor Jing.” Their efforts to have the population reset, grow, and 
gather atrength made tt possible for Emperor Wu of the fifth generation to replenish 
his army, dabble in eillitary arte, reeiet and etteck invaders from the north, and 
remain in an invincible position. Li Shimin (2621 0013 3066) initiated the “coup at 
the Xuanwu Gate,” suppressed ambitious characters and clowns like Jiancheng j lees 
2052) and Yuan}! (0337 0679), solicited gen of talent, accepted dissidents’ sugges- 
tions broadmindediy, and put up « high-spirited effort to achieve government. There 
thus omerged the “reign of Zhenguan,” which laid down a firm foundation for the 
“tatehood under the House of Tang. Continuity of the Song Dynasty hinged upon Zhao 
Kuengyi (6392 0562 $8030), and that of the Qing Dynasty was agade possibie by the 60 
years of untiring efforte for government on the part of Emperor Kangxi. There are 
atill not a few other relevant examples. 


The people's appraisals are usually fair, as they have called these virtuous rulers 
Taigong (Founding Father) (the posthumous titie of Beperor Wen of the Han Dynasty 
was aleo Talzong) and honored those valiant rulere who failed to inspire continuity 
merely as Taizu (Pounder) or Gaogu (Early Founder). Thus, just as one usually 
divides into two, they have not been denied their merits in founding their dynasties. 


Thete have also been oo emall weber of negative proofs. When the Second Sovereign 
turned out to be muddicheaded, he Qin Dynasty turned out to be shortiived. Civil 
goveroment and military achlevemests under Emperor Wu of the Wei Dynasty outshone 
those of hie predecessors. Hie successor, Cao Pei, however, knew only how to 
compose poems and appraise easassays, and not how to recognize talented persons and 
use (hem, «0 he wae ultimately undermined by the Sima family. If we examine 
generally why the five dynasties aiso turned out to be shortlived, the reason is 
nearly always that they did not have 4 good second generation of rulers. Such 
historical execcles can be clearly enumerated.

This is a respon- 
sibility conferred upon the present generation of Chinese by history. The second 
generation of leaders as @ group should today estabiieh this determination to lead 
the vast ranka of the people to earnestly finish cligbing these steps and thus 
‘reate a sovereign fortune of peace and happiness for 411 posterity--one that is

(Text) The forum on ideological and political work jointly convened by the First 
Minlatey of Machine Budiding and the National Machine Building Trade Union opened 
up « new vieta, broadened the people's purview, and caused people to think. This 
forum discussed a question with which people are generally concerned today: how 
to do our ldeological and political work well, do it in a deepening way, and do it 
in a refined way. They fearlessly put forward the question of how to probe ways 
to Bake our ideological and political work ecientific and to create a new subject 
of @octaiieat ideological and political work. 


I, 


Our party hee paid great attention to ideological and political work ever since it 
began to lead the Chinese revolution. As early as 50 reare ago, “On Correcting 
Mietaken ldeas in the Party,” written by Comrade Mao Zedong, already suggested that 
ideological and political work within the party gust overcome subjectiviem and 

make party members’ thinking and party life “scfentific.” The theory concerning 
ideological and political work and the scientific methods to propagandize end or- 
ganice the masses, created by our party on the basis of summing up practical experi- 
ence, have all plaved « great role in the veare of revolution and ware and in the 
years of soclaliet construction. But in the most recent years, why heve the people 
not paid attention to ideological and political work, and why has each work not 

been welcomed by the masses’? The fundamental cause is that, for «a long time, and 
especially during che lO-year disaster, the correct theory, guiding principles, 

and effective sciencific methods concerning ideological and political work formulated 
in the pest were sabotaged. 


The correct ideological line, political line, and organizational line are the 
premise for doing our ideological and political work well; thoroughly carrying out 
the oerty's correct lines, in turn, ie the main task of our tdeological and poli- 
tical work. Sut during the lO-yeaer disaster, all this was sabotaged ideologically, 
politically, and organizationally by the extreme-left line. For example: the 
acientific theories of Marxiem, euch as marking clear boundaries between the enemies 
and ourselves and correctly handling contradictions among the people, were somehow 
replaced by « slogan of “taking class struggle as the key link’ irrespective of 
parties, time, location, or conditions involved. Dealing with facts, speaking

When undertaking ideologi- 
cai and political work under such .ircumetances, how could people help walking into 
A dead alley’ And how could the people welcome such work’ If we do not gravely 
eum up euch leesone of tailure .n our ideological and political work over the 
yeare, it will be impossible for us to restore our fine traditione, find outlete 
for improving ovr ideological and political work, and find «# way to make our 
ideological) and political work ectientific.

There is one view which suggests that, since we are sainly concermed with economic 
cometruction right now, we need only to employ economic means. This is «4 sisunder- 
atanding. 


Economic meme are very important; without them, it would be very difficult for 

ue to assure compliance with objective economic laws in our operations and very 
difficult for we to correctly treet the interreletionship between the economic 
interests of the state, the collective, and the individual. In reality, if we wish 
to make our ideological end political work ecientific, an important content is to 
have people perceive and follow objective economic lews in their operations. but 
in mObiliging che socialist enthusiasm of the vast ranks of the masses, economic 
means are not ommipotent. Because, apert from material relations and needs, aan 
also wiehes to find spiritual setisfaction; this is aleo objective existence. 
Comrade Mao Zedong seid: "Men gust heave spirit; the revolutionary spirit of the 
proletariat comes from there.” If man head only « material life and knew only how 
to eat and drink, how could there heve been a history of civilization of several 
thousand years’ In our own country, if people showed no concern about the future 
of the stete and society, no enthusiasm toward collective enterprises, if they did 
not have ideale, gorality, or a epirit of dedication, and if there were no heroes 
of their respective times, what kind of country would this heve become’? Then, ve 
would not have had the earth-shaking "5 April” movement, we would not have hed in 
our war of defensive counterattack against Vietnam such numerous heroic fighters 
and fine commanding officers as Liang Yingrui (2733 5391 3845), Yang Jienzhang 
(2799 1696 4545), Shan De [1472 6671), Hu Kuqing [5170 4872 3237), and Li Peijiang 
(2621 1014 3068), and we would not have been able to insiet on the socialist path, 
let alone to realize communisn. 





The reason we agree with making our ideological and political work ecientific is 
firec of all because: to elevate san's ideologica)] consciousness through etudy and 
education is feasible; there are lews to follow in man's thinking and activity. 

In reality, in our long periods of practice in the past, we heve already accumulated 
a large mpount of experience in mastering such lewe and thus have laid « solid 
foundation for taking our ideological end political work scientific.

Some comrades aay! in pursuing tdecological and political work, what we have te 
plenty of long experience; we can simply restore our old traditions. Such an under- 
atanding aiaplifies chinge too much, 


Documents provided by our party and Comrade Mao Zedong to guide our ideological and 
political work, such as the well-known resolutions passed by the Cutian conference, 
"On Practice,” "On Contradictione,” "On the Self-Cultivation of Communiete,' the 
rectification documence, “On the Correct Handling of Contradictions Among the People,” 
etc., afe our precious spiritual wealth. Our party has good experience end fine 
traditions in carrying out ideological and political work, euch ae unity of theory 
and practice, exemplification, close links with the masses, proceeding from reality 
in every cage, patiently end carefully developing criticiem and self-criticiem in 
the manner of “a gentle breese and a mild rain’: each of these serves really as 

A epecific key to a aepecific lock which sends warmth into everybody's heart. We 
must not abandon theee fine traditions. 


Bul we must look forward, because many, many new eituations and new problems which 
never appesred before are now with we and require us to study and to solve then. 
Citying the “three old articles" would not be enough to make our ideological and 
political work acientific. Past experience alwave carried with it the characterie- 
tics of the period, {.e., mainly applied to the solution of political problems in 
people's thinking relative to revolution, war, class etruagie, and change of the 
private ownership syatem. Today, we muet continue to eliminate the remnant poison 
of feudaliem and criticize bourgeoie ideology, but our main task is to solve ideo- 
logical and political problems relating to economic conetruction and realization 

of modernization. Some of the experience in this regard most certainly cannot 

be traneferred or copied intact: for inetance, during the yeare of war, of democratic 
reforms end of the remolding of the bourgeoisie, the bitter recollection of and 
settling accounts with exploitation by landlords and capitalists raieed the clase 
consciousness of hundreds and thousands of exploited and oppressed toiling sasses 
and ati@ulated their etrong revolutionary enthustaem. Some fightere among the reac- 
tionary troops were immediately able to turn their gune around and fire at the 
Kuomintang after their liberation and after the education they gained through airing 
their grievances. It has aleo been necessary for the generation born after the 
birth of new China cto undergo such education. But to try to arouse their enthusiassa 
toward the building of socialism in this wavy would be impractical. Also, for 
exemple, etruaggiling herd ie o fine tradition, and it is etill necessary to cerry 

on euch education. However, it would be quite improbable to think that once the 
masses of the people recall the difficulties and hardships under which the Red 

Arey underwent in climbing the snowy mountains and passing through the grasslands, 
they would be indifferent to she difficulties that etill actually exist in respect 
to their clothing, food, hous ng, and communications. 


There waa an important matter to be taken up and the Firet Ministry of Machine 
huiiding and the National Machine Building Trade Union jointly convened this forum, 
and that was to penetratingly dlecuss the new content end new characteristics of 
ideclogical and political work in the enterprises of the new era which are different 
from the past, and, in response to such new characteristics, to propose a new series 
of problems that require study and solution today. Their generalizations represent 
merely a new effort and have not by any neans exhausted the efforte of study in 





thie respect, although they have really made a good beginning. in order to do a 
good ‘ob tn our ideological and politica] work, we gust do things flexibly according 
to the time, place, and persons involved, With respect to the infinitely diverse 
conditions of the people's ideological atate, the greatest taboo in trying .o make 
ideological and political work scientific is to “treat everything the same way” 
with no vertation. We must seek truth from facte and shoot our arrows at specific 
targets: thie fe the core of both inheriting our fine traditions and making our 
tdeclogical and political work scientific, 


IV, 


In order to create a subject in science, we must have our own scientific theory 

and acientific method, Marxiem, as the purest cryetallization of the social sci- 
ences, in a powerful ideological weapon for perceiving society and changing society. 
From the beginning, Marxism hae always been doing ideological and political work 

on man's behalf and, in the firet place, doing ideological and political work on 
behalf of the proletariat iceelf. It clearly ceclares: “Philosophy tekes the pro- 
leteriat as ite own material weapon and, similarly, the proletariat takes philosophy 
ae ite own apiritual weapon.” Marxiem arse the proletariat with the ecientific, 
theoretical knowledge of dialectical materialiem and historical materialism, politi- 
cal economy, and eclentific socialiem. it scientifically explains thet wan is not 
only a satural being but also a social being; hie social existence determines his 
social coneclousness, and consciousnese ie but a function of his brain and a refiec- 
Lion of objective existence. This serves to open wide the door through which we 

cam Santer the lewe of our ideological activity end make our ideological and poli- 
tical work ectentific. Apart from Marxiem-Leniniem end Mac Zedong Thought, no new 
subject of soctaliet ideological and political work can appear in our country. 


Bul Marx, Engels, Lenin, Stalin and Mao Zedong have not studied all problems of 
society, oor ta Marxiem the only subject which studies social problems. 


For example, sociology is a subject that studies social life and social problems, 
such as che relationship between family, relatives, friends and neighbors; problems 
about population, labor, morality, customs, nationality, women, youth, children, 
and old age; professional teamvork; the infiuence of the city, housing, the environ- 
ment and communications facilities upon man; and aleo culture, recreation, love, 
marriage, etc. Whether or not these various problems are treated relevantiy does 
affect, directly or indirectly, man's emotions, enthusiasm, happiness, anger, 
aricvances, and pleasure. All of these belong to the realm of sociological etudy. 
if we intend to make our ideologicel and political work scientific, chen why can't 
we alao use the scientific principles in sociology as our weapon for probing the 
laws of man's ideological activity? 


for example, psychology is a subject in science. Man's psychology is but a func- 
tion of hile brein and a reflection of the outside world. Lenin said: “Psycho- 
logical things, the senses, etc., are the highest products of matter (namely, 
ohyelcal things), the functions of an especially complicated piece of matter called 


the human brain.” In doing our ideological and political work, we must always study 
neople « emotions, interests, qualities, and character; we must study people's 
paychological etete. Therefore, it is also very necessary to absorb the results

of study in peychology, master the laws of movement of the special characteristics 
of mase peychology through deepening investigation and study, and thereby make our 
ideological and political work scientific. 








The bourgeolale hee run inte many anage eince it started to manage society, and it 
Naw aiso continued to eum up che experiences and lessone of its successes and fail- 
ures, This lea precisely how che behavioral actences have come about. They study 
the mutual relationship between man's behavior, motives, and needs, how to mobilize 
man's enthuelasm, the internal relations of the “working collective,’ the absorp- 
tion of ataff and workers into management work, the behavior of leaders and the 
modes of leadership, etc. If we intend to make our ideological and political work 
sctencific, why can't we borrow certain beneficial elements from this kind of study? 
The Western bourgeolete has che ambition to create a scientific subject out of 

{te management experience, so why can't the Eastern proletariat create a scientific 
subject out of ite own management experience and out of its socialist ideological 
and political work 


Tn fact, there hae already been a history of several thousand years in which the 
Ninese have been etudving man's behavior. If we flip through the classic worke, 
“@ can aee evidence of thia everywhere. Comrade Mao Zedong is one who paid atten- 
tion to absorbing the thinking and the language of the ancients in this regard. 
When, in hia “On Contradictions” he talked about the need to look at problems from 
an overail viewpoint, he quoted Master Sun's discourse on military affairs to say: 
“Know the enemy and know yourself, and you can fight a hundred battles without 


danger of defeat.” He aleo quoted the words of Wei Zheng of the Tang Dynasty: 
“Listen to both sides and you will be enlightened; heed only one side and you will 
be bentghted.” when he talked about treating contradictions within the party and 
among the people, he several times quoted the expression “Lear from past mistakes 
to avoid future ones; cure the sickness to save the petient.” Liu Shaoqi also used 
quotations in his well-known work "On che Self-Cultivation of Communists." He 
wrote: ‘Im China's ancient past, Master Zeng said: ‘I examine myself three tines 
each dw .'" Thies is a discussion of the question of self-reflection. In the 

“Book of Odes,” there are these famous etanzas: “As you cut, then file; as you carve, 
then polleh. Thie means that between friends there must be mutual assistance 

and mutual criticiem.” As the ancients studied the norms of behavior, some re- 


duced thetr understanding to mottoee and educated the people from their childhood 
onward; some incorporated their results in discourses on history, such es Sima 
Suang's "The Mirror of General History To Benefit Current Rule.” This may be said 
ro be a work chat studied the behaviro of social managers such as emperors, kings, 
generals, and prime ministers. Of course, different classes all have their own 
respective norms of morality and behavior. But from the results of study of the 
ancients, ({t te eatill feasible for us to discard their dross and absorb their 
quintessence. Even the experience and lessons summed up by the ruling class on 
how to serve as officials and how to treat che subjects are worthy of our borrowing 
and reference. 


The task of sclence is to reveal the obteccive laws of the development of things, 

to probe objective cruthe, and turn them into a guide for changing the world. Man, 
as a soctal being, has both hie individuality and his commonality shared by all men. 
Man's paychological state, !deological state, and behavioral characteristics in 
various classes and strata all have their commonality; they all have certain laws 


that we can follow. Otherwise, how could we have achieved those great results in 
our (deological and political work in the 10-odd years before the "Cultural Revolu- 
tion’ This explains that the practice of our ideological and political work at 


that time was basically scientific and followed objective laws in its operation. 
The only thing ie that we have not yet studied it as a subject in science, 80 as

farm unit tor eight consecutive years. in the movement to study the "Guiding 
principles,” this brigade's party branch demands that all of the party members must 
integrate practice with action and take the lead in starting with themselves. 


in Organizing party members in the movement to study the "Guiding principles,” 
leading group members of this brigade's party branch first took the lead in study, 
took the lead in action and further implemented the system of the division of 

inbor with individual responsibility under collective leadership. Since last winter, 
the party members and cadres of this brigade have all persisted in participating 

in labor with the group, fulfilled the same quotas as the workers and staff members 
and participated in checking and accepting and comparing and assessing. All that 
(he party members and masses were asked to do, the party members and cadres had to 
do firse. This year, in fighting drought they field planted rubber tree seedlings 
and it was originally determined that each worker plant 12 trees. The production 
brigade heads, Wag Haiming [3769 3189 2494) and Ma Dangxian [7456 3981 0431], of 
the party branch committee, planted 35 rubber tree seedlings in one day. When the 
arty members and cadres working with the group took the lead, staff and worker 


enthusiasm increased and everyone happily agreed to raise the quota to 30 trees. 
As a result, the entire brigade finished the planting of 2,400 trees three days 

avead of time. After planting, the party members and cad®: xin took the lead 
in carrying water to fight the drought and strengthening ~ it thus causing 


the survival rate of the seedlings to reach 98 percent. 


Rach time they organized a production battle or voluntary lador in the brigade, or 
met with natural calmity, the party branch always educated the party members to use

the chemical for seven nights sao that they controlled and wiped out the powdery 
mildew in good time and guaranteed the scheduled tapping. For a high and etable 
yield, lhe party members of the entire brigade again took the lead in usine after 
work time to collect and apread manre. With the hard work of all the members of 
the brigade, this year more than 300 kilograms of manure was collected and spread 
before the rubber tapping. To improve the backward forest section, the female 
communist party member Yang Fengmei (2799 7364 2734) gave her work in the nursery 
to someone el#e and of her own accord asked to go to handle the overgrown weeds, 
the abundance of rocks and the many dead seedlings in three forest sections. Each 
day, she worked from dawn to dusk, cutting sprouts and digging couch grass and 
filling the gaps with seedlings and green manuring. After haif a year of hard work, 
these three forest sections became one forest section.

After this affair, ‘iis 
house was stoned by people and the vegetables in his private plot were also destroyed.

‘AV TON OF RURAL PARTY MEMBERS IN PROPAGANDA WORK URGED

[Text | A provincial propaganda work conference was held in Guiyang from 8 August 
to 4 September. Leading cadres from the party committees on propaganda of each 
locality, prefecture and city, comrades responsible for propaganda work in each 
county, district and commune, and comrades responsibie for propaganda work in each 
organization of the province participated in the conference. 


During this conference, they summarized and exchanged situations and experiences 

on previous training in rotation of rural party members, drew up plans for present 
and future work and discussed the problem of further strengthening grass-roots leve) 
propaganda work. The conference considered that from the point of view of the whole 
province the situation of training in rotation of rural party members was good. 

The paying of closer attention to counties was already fully under way during the 
last week in July. At present, the training in rotation work of rural party members 
in nine counties including Xishui is already basically finished. Training can be 
completed for 47 counties before the three autumn jobs. Party member training in 
Jireetly related local and county organizations and institutions has already begun 
in Tong Ken Prefecture the directly subordinate organizations of the southeast 
prefectures of Guizhou and in the directly subordinate organizations and institutions 
of Guiyang. To do well the work of training party members, each locality, based 

on their own circumstances, continued to stress the following points. Firstly, they 


mule the best use of time. All units that carry out and plan to finish training 
before the three autumn jobs must make the best use of September and strive to 
basically finish training before the busy period of the three autumn jobs. The 
rural areas of the entire province must work hard to basically finish before the 

end of November and in a minority of difficult areas they must finish training by 
the end of December. Sec ly, they must pay attention to quality. A commune which 
as already finished training in rotation must also carry out an inspection. 


Communes where quality of training in rotation is not high, and which merely went 
through the motions must undertake retraining. Thirdly, they must do well summing 
up checking and acceptance.

Tex: in a meeting of party secretaries held recently by the Dezhou Prefecture 

CCP Committee, the deputy secretary of the Oingyun County CCP Committee, Gao Shusong 
(7559 2885 26466), examined the current eituation, related his experience and the 
understanding which he deeply felt, and argued that in order to carry out the four 
miernizations, we muet promote and place specialized cadres in important positions. 


The course of development is as follows. In order to enlarge the irrigation area 

of Silchu commune, in the eastern section of Qingyun County, the Qingyun County CCP 
Committee decided last fal) to rebuild and enlarge a dam on the Majiahe. Comrade 
ao Shusong was in charge of the project and the actual engineering work. After the 
mechanical engineering work was completed, a serious problem arose in the installation 
of electricity. The extension wires were made of aluminum, but the outlet in the 
electric engine was made of copper, and it was difficult to put the two elements 
together. Therefore, a welder was summoned from the county's agricultural machinery 
repair workshop. When he saw the problem, he said: “I have done work in aluminum 
Welding, but not with aluminum and copper. Since the leadership wants me to do the 
ork, I will give it a try, but I must have aluminum powder for the purpose.” 


When the aluminum powder was delivered, he welded the elements. However, when the 
awitch wae turned on, the welded elements started burning and smoldering, and there 


was a danger that the whole engine would burn up. 


Comrade Gao and the head of the electricity bureau were nervous. They immediately 


sent people to get copper wiring. But they feared that they could not get the 
material or they might not have enough time, because the water was urgently needed 
to combat drought and for ant protection. How co'.id they resolve the imminent 
roblem? Then someone recommended a worker at the county's agricultural machinery 
factory who had graduated in the 1960's from Shandong Engineering College and whose 
spectalty was electrical engineering. His name is Ji Hongliang [4764 3136 0081], a 
techniclan at the factory. Comrade Gao was happy at the news and immediately 
invited Ji Hongliang over on the phone. When Ji saw the problem, he said: ‘No 
welding is necessary in this case. We can simply resolve the problem by using 


aluminum pressure tubes.” 











Ji Nlongliang ueed hie Lunch hour to remodel three alw@minum tubes, which were then 
taken by the comrades of the electricity bureau for tnatallation. The firat 
inatallation worked and #0 did the second, but the same problem arose at the third 
atage. The comrades of the electricity bureau came to Comrade Gao and told jim that 
it might be necessary to use copper wiring for the transformer. They borrowed some 
rather emali-aized copper wiring from the county's fertilizer factory and used 
double wiring for the experiment, but in vain. Comrade Gao was very anxious. He 


said: “It seems an though we amateurs are unable to find out what the problem is. 
let us call Ji Hongliang and seek his opinions.” Accordingly, they called upon /1 
at home and asked him why the elements could not be connected. Ji said: ‘It its 


Likely that the frequency automation equipment did not fit the rest of the engine.” 
Comrade Gao led the team of technicians, Ji Hongliang, and the head of the electricity 
bureau to the work site. Ji examined the problem and discovered that, indeed, the 


frequency automation apparatue did not fit the rest of the machinery. Going by the 
required technical specifications, Ji suggested that the reels of the frequency auto- 
mation engine be reduced from 40 to 20 loops. The result was a success! 


In the course of the event, Comrade Gao was inspired and educated. He told himsel! 
that in dealing with a relatively small project such as irrigation, they had wasted 
about half a year and a lot of money because none of the leadership cadres and 
technictans had the appropriate expertise. In order to accelerate the four modern- 
lzations, we must henceforth actively and boldly promote and employ voung, energetic, 
and wkilled people Like Ji Hongliang.

my past stubbornness and cleared the fogginess of my thinking.” 


We have witnessed che role of theory from these examples. We often do not understand 
mattern which we feel, and only after we understand their nature can we truly feel 
them. in order to really understand matters, one of the essential ways is to dili- 
gentiv learn theory through practice--especially Marxism-Leninism-Mao Zedong Thought. 
This is because the latter is the product of the proletarian class and of scientific 
knowledge gained through long-continued practice by the overwhelming majority of 
working people. is is the theoretical basis and the weapon with which we can 
examine, analyze, and handle all questions.

We also noticed that the representa- 
tives of the NPC and committee members of the Chinese People's Political Consulta- 
tive Conference made several criticisms of the phenomenon of waste in capital 
construction. This is an affair of state with which the people are really concerned. 
The deficit of 17 billion yuan concerns the life of each one of us; each yuan 

wasted constitutes a part of the deficit. 


Let's look at a few figures: the "Shift the Westward Water Eastward Project" used 
up over 90 million yuan. The sinking of the "Bohai No 2" sank over 37 million 
yuan, plus 72 lives which were lost. A piece of land with an ineffective oil pipe- 
line wasted over 400 million yuan. One department spent over 2 billion yuan to 
import 100 pieces of machinery which had little use for production. As a result, 
several more million yuan had to be spent on building sheds to store the machinery. 


These suma alone are enough to make the people frightened, not to mention the 
sporadic \ut fairly widespread throwing away of hundreds upon thousands of yuan. 
Thies kind of “competiveness" to waste money can be likened to spending money like 
it was water; I'm afraid that no wealthy capitalist country would dare to be so 
“generous.” 


Those “poor, ordinary” people in our nation know very well that only through thrift 
and hard work can we build up the country, that to increase income we must decrease 
expenditures, that the crazy idea that we can throw money away and expect it to 
return cannot be allowed to exist. Where does this country have a pot of gold? 
Doesn't the filling of the national treasury depend on the frugality of the people? 
Those producers of waste who frighten people may still have high-sounding motives, 
and although they have not taken advantage of the situation to benefit themselves, 
the re@aults actually make people indignant. Presently, malfeasance is a crime,

LASER WEAPONS RESEARCH BEING ACCELERATED

Text In the color movie, "Death Ray on Coval Island," several soul stirring 
acenes graphically depicted the power of "death rays," causing viewers to think of 


the laser weapons that people call “death rays.” 


he anclentsa made ({)lustons to death rays. Their chivalrous swordsmen had flashing 

daggers and flashing swords from which the glint could kill. More than 2000 years 

ago, the famous mathematician and physicist, Archimedes, used copper sheets to 

make huge parabolic reflecting mirrors that reflected the rays of the sun to in- 
inerate the tnvading Roman fleet. Once lasers came into being, these illusions 

and legends became a reality. in the spring of 1975, deep in mysterious and 

silent space a strange battle erupted. When two American reconnaissance satellites 
flew at high speed over the Soviet Siberian missile launching range, all that was 

seen wae a flash and the two “eagles in the sky" went out of control at once, be- 

ind men.’ The two satellites, valued at several hundred million dollars, 
were wiped out within a few seconds, becoming the first sacrifices to Soviet anti- 


satellite weapon experiments.

Laser weapons 
used apectfically to intercept satellites are called anti-satellite laser weapons. 


They use high energy lasers to shine on the satellites, causing the optical sensing 
equipment on the satellices, the solar batteries, and remote sensing equipment t< 
ge blind and become useless. When used on the ground, they are called surface 


anti-satellite laser weapons, and when installed on satellites or used in flighrc, 
they are called apace laser weapons. In recent years, both the Soviet Union and 
the United States may have used surface anti-satellite laser weapons to attack th 
opponent's military satellites, either blinding them or causing them to fal). 


Since the laser bundles have a rapid percussion (300,000 kilometers per second), 
impacting instantaneously, there ig no need to calculate lead, nor is there any re- 
coll. Their directton of fire may also be changed rapidly and at will. For these 


reasons, laser weapons possess outstanding tactical capabilities not possessed by 
conventional weapons. As compared with nuclear weapons, there is no radiation 
damage, and there are no problems from radiation contamination or damage in the 
course of thelr manufacture, storage, transportation, or use. At the same time, 
they can destroy or gasify an intruding nuclear missile head in the air or in the 
suiter layer of the atmosphere, thereby greatly decreasing radiation contamination 
and damage from the intruding nuclear weapon. 


But laser weapons also have their drawbacks. They can also be defended against 

and destroyed, Absorption or dispersal of laser beams by rain, clouds, fog, and 
dust open laser weapons to great meteorological impairment, and therefore they can- 
not entirely replace existing weapons systems. Currently China is also accelerat- 


ing laser weapons research.
